White diarrhea of chicks is caused 
by a germ which is often passed from 
Hie hen to the chi- k through the egg. 
Vessels and troughs in which feed 
is placed should be frequently scalded, 
or disinfected with a ti vc per cent, so­ 
lution of carbolic acid 
It is a wise precaution to fumigate 
your incubator v itll formaldehyde gas 
before placing the eggs in it for hatch- 
ing.

No matter how hard you try or 
how much feed you put into them, 
they will be nothing but runts. 
The 
feed and time taken to make their 
growth will be practically wasted, as 
the birds will never sell for one-tenth 
what it cost to raise them. 
Usually the best way is to kill them
